1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to the selection of one of a plurality of over 
electromagnetic waves shield, classified in class 361, subclass 142. 

II. Claims 9-1 1 , drawn radiotelephony device selection in a radio 
communication, classified in class 455, subclass 550. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Invention I and II are related as combination & subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by it self or in other combinations ( MPEP § 806.05(c)). 

In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed be cause electromagnetic waves shield net may be used to 
perform shielding means rather than the particular mobile phone as disclosed in claims 
1-8. The subcombination has separate utility such as electromagnetic wave shielding 
mobile device may be used in other electronic device for electromagnetic wave 
shielding purpose rather than the radiotelephony device as disclosed in claim 9-11. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Ronald Naughton on June 18, 2003 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of group I, 
claims 1-8. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 9-1 1 withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, 
the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of 
the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in 
the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a petition 
under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7, 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 7, the phrase "and the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite 
because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by 
"or the like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). 

Re claims 7, 8, the claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to 
conform with current U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English 
from a foreign document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



States. 
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Claim 4, 7(as best understood), 8 (as best understood) are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 -€ffifb) m b^^lfitteipalsd by Akeyoshi et al. 

Akeyoshi et al disclose conductive fiber mesh (121), transparent sheet (120) 

Claims 1, 2, 7(as best understood), 8 (as best understood) are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Matsui 

Matsui disclose a shield net (1) made of conductive fibers and woven into tricot 
mesh having a roughness of 1 .5 mm or less (abstract) and basic. 



Claims 3, 5, 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The limitation "tricot mesh and adhesive sheet" of claim 3, 6/3, "basic cloth and 
synthetic resins" of claim 5 and "coarseness below 1.5mm" of claims 6/4, 6/5 in 
combination with other limitations present is neither taught nor disclosed in the prior art 
of record.
